20 OM ll September, excavation was conpieted in the northern extension of the rune. 
The excavated strip was 100 meters long and 5 to LO om deep, as could be determined 
from wooden pole markings and high tension masts. A strip of about 259 meters wee 
excavated in the southern extension of the runway, .ork wag still in procress there. 


30 After 10 Seotenber, two concrete mixers were being used, At 6 pom. on 15 September, 
source observed that two strips, each 250 meters long and about 3.5 neters wide, 


were completed along the west side of the runway beginning from the north. Hetween 
the two strips there was a space which was not yet concretec but orovided with 
rails. Dump cars hauled construction material on these rails, A concrete Tiixing 
machine was also observed between the two strips. The old rursay wrich was danazed 
in many spots was being covered with a new concrete layer. Its old concrete cover 
was removed with pneumatic hammars. The northern extension of the rummy was aot 
yet concreted because the excavated strip was still to be filled with cravel, ‘The 
concreted sections of the runway vere divided by boards, about 25 ren thick and 
placed atout § meters apart, and covered with strew mats.

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After 22 Sentember, work was being done in three shifts, the first 


shift lasted from 10 nom. to 6 asm, An average of |) carloads of construction 
material, such as crushed stones, gravel and cement, daily arrived at the 
construction material dum. 


After 17 September, four mixing machines were being used while ouly two 
machines were previously employed. The two additional machines were set uo 
about 1,000 meters from the northern end of the long runway. This indicates 
that concreting work was being done on two sites, At 4k pom. on 29 Septenber, 
source observed that the followinz sections at the first construction site 
were completed on the old runway beginnings at its northern end: 166 sections, 
each 6 meters long and 2,5 meters wide, i.e. a length of 996 noters; 166 
sections, each 6 meters Jona ant!

a total leavth of 126 meters; and 71 panels, each G meters long and 3.75 neters 
Wide, i.e. a totel sections of 26 moters. Foards 2 com thick and 10 om wide 
were placed in the concrete cover dividing it into rectangles. Later, another 
board was added in order to form an open joint 2.5 cm wide. The conercte cover 
was from 12 to 12 om thick devending on elevations in the ground. The slow 
progress in conereting work was caused by frequent defects in the mixing 
macitines, All of the machines were old ones which had been given a new coat

tefore laying the new concrete cover on the old runway, tarred boards were laid 
on ton of the runway.

In spite of some technical troublas, work apparontly 
progresses to such a degree that the tarcet date for the completion of the 
runway, which is fixed on 3 December 1952, will sossibly be kowb, The exact 
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‘lengths of the northern and southern extension of the old runway have not 
been determined. From the details reportec the ratio of concrete sixture 
is 1:h, while a ratio of 1:7 was revorted from Verneuchen airfield. The 
information that the concrete cover is between 12 and 13 em thick is 
believed to be correct. Senior Lieutenant Romanyenko (fnu) was previously 
reported from Oranienburg. He was previously obssrved in connection with
